Mrs. Brown died in August, |905 >» 
the very next day afterward Brown 
had come to Mrs. Bradley’s house and 
told her that she should procure a di- 
vorce, adding that he would then make 
everything all right.

| LOS ANGELES ROBBERY 


HAS AN ATLANTA. END. 


Declared in Police Court Jewelry 
Was Stolen by P. H. Brady, F 
mer Atilantan. ‘ 

A diamond robbery which, it is ai- 
leged, was committed by a former At- 
lantan in Los Angeles, Cal, some time 
ago, wag brought into local notice” for 
the first time yesterday when the mem- 
bers of a lecal jewelry and brokerage 
firm were arraigned before Judge 
Broyles, it being charged by the detec- 
tive department that they had failed to 
report certain diamonds pawned with 
them, and that the ordinance which re- 
quires a daily report of all articles 
pawned had thus been violated. 

It was declared during the trial that 
some months ago P. H. Brady, son of 
T. B. Brady, formerly of the well-known 
firm of Miller & Brady, of Atlanta, 
robbed the safe of the Central Depart- 
ment store in Los Angeles, obtaining 
watches, diamonds and other jewelry 
to the amount of several thousand dol- 
lars. ~ 

A letter signed by the chief of police 
of Los Angeles was shown the court, 
which stated that Brady, who had been 
apprehended, had confessed to the rob- 
bery, and that the watches had been re- 
covered. it had been learned from 
however, that he had himself 
come to Atlanta soon after the robbery 
and had* gold te diamonds to Schaul & 
May, of Atlanta. 

The letter further stated that the miss- 
ing stones were three in number, ana 
had -originally been in a gold bar set- 
ting. Mr. May, of the firm of Schaul & 
May, stated that the diamonds were 
placed on the local market by SBrady, 
and that after they had been for sale 
for some time he had bought. them,thinks 
ing Brady entirely reliable, and that fe 
paid the full value for the stones, Brady 
receiving $110 per karat for them. On 
the payment of $400, the stones were 
later redeemed by the former owners.

olinas to Boston, began at the Belle- 
vue-Stratford hotel here ‘today. The 
interest in the question of improved 
inland waterways was amply shown by 
the large attendance of representatives 
from nearly all the Atlantic. states 
from Maine to florida, an attendance 
that far exceeds the expectations of 
the promotors of the conference. The 
delegates numbered more than 500 and 
were appointed either by the governors 
of their respective states or by com- 
mercial bodies. Among those present 
were United States Senator Newlands, 
of Nevada, who is vice president of the 
United States inland waterways com- 
mission; Senator DuPont, of Dela- 
ware; Judge George Gray of the United 
States circuit court, and congressmen 
the various states interested. 
Proposed inland Water- | 

Way. 

It is the idea of the projectors to run 
the waterway from Barnstable bay on 
the north side of Cape Cod to Beaufort 
inlet, North Carolina. This would re- 
quire the cutting of a canal through 
Cape Cod from parnstable bay to buza- 
zard’s bay on the south, reducing the 
water distance from Boston to New 
York. about seventy-five miles, The 
course of the route would then run 
through Long Island sound and down 
to the Raritan canal at Perth Amboy, 
N. J. The route then would be through

The meeting was called to Order DY 
the president, Commissioner E. J. Wat- 
son, of South Carolina, who introduced 
Governor Ansel, of this state. Governor 
Ansel delivered a ringing address Of 
welcome, in which he stressed the vital 
importance of agriculture for the south, 
His remarks were vigorously applauded, 

The response to the address of wel- 
come was made by Commissioner John 
Thompson, of Tennessee, who delivered 
a strong address, in which he laid great 
stress upon the importance of primary 
and intermediate agricultural education, 
with a view to keeping of the farmers 
son on the farm. He said that if cottdn 
were eliminated from the south today 
her place in the agricultural picture of 
the world would be obliterated. He 
urged the education of the youth of the 
land to the end that the south Would 
utilize her superiority of soil and climate 
in the raising of the south’s own provi- 
sions and supplies. 

Federal Aid to Agriculture. 

At the concluson of Commissioner 
Thompson’s address, President Watson 
read a letter from Congressman Davis, 
of Minnesota, who has a bill pending 
in congress providing for federal aid for 
intermediate agricultural instruation 
throughout the country. The subject 
matter of the: letter, after a brief dis- 
cussion, was referred to the committee 
on resolutions, and there seems to be 
no doubt that a strong indorsement will 


'be given the Davis bill.

A Very Large Body. 

North Georgia Conference is one 
the largest Methodist bodies in the 
world, and is to be the largest 
conference in the United States. It 
embraces a total membership of 104,168 
and has a Sunday secnool enrollment 
55,385. Upon its rolls there are the 
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; names of 269 ministers, 40 of whom are 


superannuated, !3 engaged in educa- 
tional and specia] work, leaving a total 
of 216 active pastors and. presiding 
elders. There are also 305 local preach- 
ers. These latter swell the total preach- 
ing force to 521. 

Bishop Seth Ward, who presides over 
the present session of the North Geore 
gia Conference, was also its presiding 
officer last year when it met at Mil- 
ledgeville. Although having occupied 
the bishop’s chair for only a few years, 
he has gained for himself a wide and 
favorable reputation as a presiding of- 
ficer. He dispatches the business be- 
fore him with the utmvst rapidity and 
deals with impartiality and justness to 
to all concerned. He is a man of great 
popularity. 

A Handsome Church, 

tev. George W. Duvall, who has been 
pastor of the Cartersville church for 
three years, has received many congrat- 
ulations upon his fine work in complet- 
ing the new church in time for the con- 
ference. It was built at a cost of more 
than $40,000, and will contain a large 
pipe organ that will cost $3,0Uu0. It was 
given the name of the Sam-Jones Me- 
morial shortly after the death of the 
evangelist. 
said that this sesston of the 
Georgia Conference promises to 
be unusually quiet. There are no trials 
for misconduct, nor are there any ru- 
mors of challenges of character as there 
have been at several preceeding con- 
ferences. 

With the exception of one or two 
questions of legislation, it is predicted 
tuat the entire session will be devoted 
to routine work.

It 
known fact that a large percentage of 
the ministers of the North Georgia 
Conference are users of tobacco, and an 
effort to curtail the use of the weed 
will doubtless bring about a storm of 
protest, 

Another legislative feature that -—is 
causing much discusston !s that of 
the division of the conference into three 
parts. It is claimed by many that the 
present body is too large and that it is 
a difficult matter for the towns where 
it meets to find ample and convenient 
entertainment for so many preachers 
and delegates. It is proposed to ob- 
viate this difficulty by splitting the 
conference. into three parts, each with 
its own territory. This radical change 
promises, however, t6 meet with spirited 
opposition. 

The report of the Westeyan Memorial 
committee is anxiously awaited as one 
of the most interesting features of the 
conference. 

Interest is exhibited in the coming 
reports from the Epworth League and 
Sunday school departments, and the at- 
tention of the public .is also attracted 
toward the reports on missions; both 
foreign and domestic.

Neither can there be doubt that other colleges are involved, though we 
are not prepared to say to what extent. 

The Southern Inter-Collegiate Athletic Association is to be warmly com- 
mended in taking decisive steps to weed professionalism out of the college 
sports of the south. We do not lose sight of the fact that the offense is 
one more of impulse than of deliberation, of understandable college spirit 
rather than premeditated violation of rules. 

But professionalism is and always must be the doom of popular enthusi- 
asm in football or any other college sport. Once let these contests degen- 
erate into a struggle between colleges as to which can pay the highest sala- 
ries to professional players—and the essence of pure sport, the wholesome and 
healthful influence of athletics in developing manhood and college loyalty is 


gone forever. 
The one remedy, as we see it, is the rigid enforcement of the one-year 


rule, now under contemplation. This rule decrees that a student may not 
even be a candidate for participation in athletic sports until he has been a 
bona fide matriculate of the college he seeks to represent for at least one 
year, and even then he must have passed satisfactorily from one class to 


another. : | 
No professional player is going to endure a hard year’s grind in the 


school-room, unrewarded, for the privilege of drawing pay for service in a 
few college games twelve months hence. 

The evil is an inadvertent rather than a vicious one. But it is to the 
vital interest of each of the colleges to eliminate it ruthlessly, and for all 
time.

Editor Constitution: Your editorial under 
the caption ‘Promising Relief Measures,” 
commenting on Secretary Cortelyon’s ad- 
dress, strikes the keynote of the currency 
question. You say: 


“A measure that further strengthens | the 
Primacy of New York in the financial world 


wul not be satisfactory to the rest of the . 


country. To invest New York with further 
bower and control over the country’s money 
market will fail to aceomplish the widest 
measute of good. Such a system should be 
devised that banks and business men every- 
where will have prompt and equal access to 
relief in proportion. to their resources.’’ 

This is a broad, democratic statement of 
the case and points out the only way by 
which the matter can be permanently and 
satisfactorily arranged. 

It may be well to observe that the currency 
System wore all its defects cannot justly be 
held responsible for the Present panic. Eco- 
nomic errors, violations of statute and moral 
laws combined with many other contributing 
causes bring the commercial phenomena we 
call panic and it serves the purpose of re- 
adjustment, bringing .the business of the 
country into closer conformity with sound 
principles and correct morals. It is an in- 
stance of evil destroying itself. 

The present currency system shows its de- 
fects whenever conditions become abnormal 
and demonstrates its inability at such times 
as it is mist needed to serve the purposes 
reasonably expected of it. The time has ar- 
rived for the people to demand a better sys- 
tem devised along the lines you indicate and 
so arranged that the circulating medium wil] 
be absolutely sound, yet with sufficient elas- 
ticity to meet the varying needs of crop de- 
liveries, unexpected demands, atc. 

All currency, except gold, rests wholly 
Or partly upon government credit. The new 
system must conform to this fundamental. 
National bank notes rest upon government 
bonds, which in turn rest upon the govern- 
ment’s power of taxation. This clumgy, in- 
effective arrangement should be abolished. 

Issuing of currency {s peculiarly a govern- 
ment function and the congress should meet 
its responsibility by providing a method for 
i proper discharge. 

This could be done by establishing a gov- 
ernment bank of deposit and discount which 
would deal only with national banks and 
the government should reserve a first lien 
upon the entire assefs, including the double 
liability of stockholders of the national 
banks to secure any obligation that they 
might incur to the government. The govern- 
ment bank should have full control over the 
issues of ‘the circulating medium and should 
issue paper money to any national bank upon 
demand to the extent that it had a bank 
credit with the government—thus balancing 
the account. Under this arrangement there 
could never be a shortage of currency in any 
quarter except where there were nonBankable 
asbets to pay for it. In addition it might be 
srovided ufder proyger gafeguards that 
national barks might rediscount their paper 
to a limité@ extent during times of stress so 
as to get currency, ‘But in this case the 
government bank should be required to charge 
a stiff interest rate on such rediscounts and 
forbid the national banks to make any loans 
while this emergency debt remained unpaid. 
The effect of this provision would retire the 
emergency currency at the earliest practi. 
cable time. 

Another great advantage of the 
Plan would be that the 
carry on its fiscal operations through the 
government bank, thus keeping all its money 
accessible to the business needs of the coun- 
try instead of locking it up in the treasury 
as at present to be doled out in narrow limits 
when trouble has arisen.

national bank notes. Under the proposed 
Plan the national banks could get all the 
government money They needed for circulation 
provided they had@ bank credits sufficient to 
pay for it, and if they required more ctr- 
culating medium they ‘could get a Iimited 
amount of it, but must pay an interest 
charge for using the credit of the govern- 
ment. 

The proposed plan rests upon the general 
principle of asset curréncy, but it makes it 
so that any section or any national bank 
can go to the government and receive all 
the benefit to which its condition and worth 
entitle it. 

Should congress pass such a bill it should 
provide for the retirement of all national 
bank notes. This could be easily effected 
by the government issuing paper money to 
redeem the bonds which are held by it to se- 
cure guch circulation. 

In fairness to the national banks the gov- 
ernment redeem these bonds at the prices rul- 
ing when the national banks deposited them 
with it. It is to be assumed that the enact- 
ment of a law withdrawing national bank 
notes would cause a cormsiderable decline in 
the price of the bonds. 

The general eftect of the changes sug- 
gested would likely be to place our money 
system where it would cease to be the in- 
ptrument of interested parties by which 
they impose burdens in order to exact pay 
for relieving them. 

The government, having no pecuniary in- 
terest to swerve, would serve all alike and 
leave each to take care of himself after it 
had discharged its function. 

The subject is too intricate to do more in 
a communication than call attention to the 
plan, but I trust it may be taken up and 
seriously considered by the press of the 
country as ll, congress included, will be 
benefited by a general discussion of this far- 
reaching and important subject.

Signature of 
SISAL HEMP TO BE HELD. 


Mexican Growers Form Combination 
for Better Price. 

New York, November 19.—If nothing 
occurs to mar the carefully laid plans 
of the sisal hemp producers of the state 
of Yucatan, Mexico, the Internationa] 
Harvester Company, known as the agri- 
cultural implement trust, and other large 
users of the fiber tn this country, wil! 
have to pay for their supplies just what- 
ever price the plantation owners may 
be Inclined to ask. 

Details of the producers’ plans have 
been received here, and show thorough- 
ness in the matter of organization. to 
hold ‘prices. The Sisal hemp groweré 
met in Merida, Yucatan, on November 
8, and organized a stock company to be 
known as the Corporation Association of 
Sisal Hemp Planters. Growers will 
make deliveries direct to the association, 
which will have full charge of the sales 
Planters will receive two-thirds of its 
value on the delivery of the product to 
the association, and the remainder when 
the product is sold. Heavy penalties 
are provided for breaking the agree- 
ment, which is to last five years. 

In the trade here there is Httle doubt 
that the growers will be able to carry 
out their plans, as the state of Yuca- 
tan, to all intents and purposes, hag a 
monopoly of the production of sisal] 
hemp. The annual production amounts 
to about 600,000 bales, of 360 pounds 
each The present market price is 5 1-2 
cents per pound.

Two tumblers of sifted bread crumbs. one 
of fiour, one-half pound of stoned raisins, 
same of currants, picked and dried; a large 
piece of citron, cut in small strips,. half a 
pound of beef suet (butter will do, using 
less); ten eggs and spice to taste. Beat the 
eggss wel] with one tumbler of sugar. Pour 
upon the bread crumbs two tumblers of hot 
milk; add this, when it has cooled, to the 
eggs. sugar and flour. Mix it all welj; have 
the fruit well floured, or it will @l]l sink to 
the bottom. The pudding requires six hours 
constant bolling. After putting it in the bag, 
lay it in a pot of boiling water and turn 
several fimes, suspending it. Some persons 
boll without suspending, putting a plate at 
the bottom of the pot. to prevent the bag 
scorching. I requires frequent turning when 
thus boiled. Serve with a rich gauce. 

SWEET POTATO PUDDING. 

Three cupfule of grated potatoes, five eggs, 
one and a balf cupfuls of sugar, two of sweet 
milk, and one of sirup or molasses, one 
table spoonful of butter and a half teaspoon- 
ful of mixed ground spices—-mace, cinnamon 
and allspice. If no sirup is used, then two 
cups of sugar must be used. When the 
custard first boils up, while it is baking, 
stir well. Bake three-quarters of an hour.

along the side line and who carries with 
him large black metal sheets a foot square. 
Each one of these sheets bears a letter or 
numeral, and each one signifies a move upon 
the gridiron. Fach five minutes of play is 
also signalled in this way to the man run- 
ning the dial, and the public can thus keep 
in touch with every play just as‘ it is made. 

In the big press box, at Franklin Field, 
another problem has to be solved, and that 
is to give the newspaper correspondents an 
accurate description of each play, naming 
the player who made it, as soon as it {fs fin- 
ished, and this is handeld in the simplest 
manner. At the side of;the fleld which con- 
tains the press box and down near the mid- 
dle of the side line sits a telegraph operator 
at a table, upon which is his instrument. His 
connection is with the press box, where 
stands another operator with a megaphone. 
A substitute from cach team !s delegated to 
sit by the operator upon the fleld, and when 
each play is made these substitutes tell the 
operator who carried the ball, or kicked It, 
and who tackled the runner or caught, or 
fumbled the punt. This information he in- 
stantly conveys by wire to the megaphone 
man in the press. box, and the latter training 
his megaphone along the press box, yells out, 
“Bolwell 5 yards through tackle, thrown by 
Mewhew.’’ It is a very simple and effective

New York, November 19 
ket was rather less active today and ruled 
unsettied, with the close steady at a net 
advance of 1 point to a decline of 7 points. 
Sales estimated at 200 bales. The market 
opened steady at a decline of 13 points to an 
advance of 5 points, the main loss being on 
December, which was offered down on the 
call, possibly in order to make a buying 
basis for the later months, which were 
relatively firm and in active demand. Little 
attention was paid to the cubles, which were 
below expectations, owing, it was reported, 
to prospects of a strike in Lancashire, and 
Prices worked up to a net gain of 2@6 points 
during the early session, with December re- 
covering its premium over January, in spite 
of the rumors, which were persistently clir- 
culated during the end of the day, that a 
Private settlement had been made on about 
60,000 bales of December shorts and that 
thjas interest was going long of January, 
March and May. During the late trading the 
market .Wag quite trregular, but December 
still showed a premium of 40 points over 
January at the close, which was against 
the assumption that the short interest in 
that position had been entirely eliminated. 
Local spof people continue to report a very 
poor demand from New England, but there 
Was continued claims of &n export demand in 
the south and bulls said that spot offerings 
were very limited. It was rumored that a 
prominent English authority was issuing ab 
estimate placing the crop at 11,600,000 bales.

Sentiment in the wheat pit was bearish ail 
day, chiefly because of the weak condition 
of the stock market. Other influences which 
accentuated the bearish feeling were in- 
creased receipts in the northwest, poor de- 
mand from exporters and a private dispatch 
from Argentine, which claimed that the har- 
vesting of wheat has commenced in that 
country and that the crop was in excellent 
condition. A decrease of 2,600,000 bushels in 
the world's visible supply as shown by 
Bradstreet’s compared with. a decrease of 
only 600,000 for the corresponding time one 
year ago, was the chief bullish factor. The 
market closed weak. December opened %c 
to Ke lower at 94% to 04%c, sold off to 98%c 
and closed at 98%c. May sold between $1.02\4 
@1.08% and closed 1,4%@1% lower at $1.01%@ 
1.02%. Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 880,500 bushels. Primary _ receipts 
were 873,000 bushels, against 1,069,000 .bush- 
els on the same day last year. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 780 
cars, against 727 cars last week and 706 cars 
one year ago. 

The corn market was also weak all day. In 
addition to the depressing inflyence of the 
stock market prices had to co tend against 
bearish influence of lower cables and reports 
of large yields 1 niillinois.
